Kentucky State Fair. 
Louisville, Ky., Sept. 11-17, 1921. 


It was the greatest Aberdeen-Angus show 
ever held in Kentucky. One hundred and 
thirty-four cattle of the breed were on hand 
to be placed by the judge. This number ex- 
ceeded that of both the Hereford and Short- 
horn breeds. Eleven exhibitors from five 
different states competed for the prizes and 
so good was the quality, in most instances, 
that the winners were very uncertain until 
after Judge “Milt” Tudor had finished his 
placings. The sensation of the show was 
Senator Todd’s senior yearling heifer, Erica 
6th of Woodmont, which was made the 
grand champion female. It was the first 
show ever made by Toddington Farms and 
it reflects much credit on their herd to have 
won such an honor at their initial show as 
well as to have annexed the champion steer 
award. 

Armstrong’s great two-year-old, Dever- 
ly, was the grand champion bull and it is 
doubtful whether any bull of recent years 
has been a more popular champion than this 
great son of Blackbird Baron 2d has been 
at this season’s shows. The Armstrong 
herd was the largest winner while Carpen- 
ter & Ross, Thompson and Baker and the 
Kentucky exhibitors were consistently at 
the near top. /

Joseph Stewart Wants Help.

Mexico Interested in U.S. Live Stock. 

A desire by Mexican officials to improve 
the quality or live stock is reported by the 
American consul in charge at Mexico City. 
According to information received by the 
United States Department of Agricuiture, 
through the State Department, Mexico of- 
ters a market for a limited number of well- 
bred swine. There is also interest in cattle. 

‘the government agricultural school at 
San Jacinto (Mexico City) has a few pedi- 
greed Duroc-Jerseys, aS well as hogs of oth- 
er breeds, imported about two years ago, for 
demonstrating the qualities and characteris- 
ties of the different breeds to farmers who 
might be interested and for breeding pur- 
poses. Early this year two carloads of pure 
bred Duroc-Jersey hogs were imported by 
this agricultural school and it contemplates 
importing new stock of various breeds. The 
purpose is to introduce new blood and also 
to furnish farmers with young pigs of good 
quality. Recently the director of the Central 
Agricultural Chamber of Mexico obtained 
from the agricultural school a two-months- 
old Poland-China boar for which he had 
made application six months before. At 
that time only six pigs were available, for 
which there were 75 applicants. Yet, the 
American consul in charge points out that 
but few farmers are aware that the agricul- 
tural school furnishes pigs. 

At interior points young pure bred pigs of 
good quality are valued at from $25 to $75 
each (U. S. currency). A stockman near 
Guanajuato recently imported two carloads 
of live stock from the United States on ver- 


’ bal order from local farmers, The two breeds 


of swine for which there is particular de- 
mand are the Duroc-Jersey and Poland- 
China. There is less demand for hogs of the 
bacon type. 

The American consul indicates that the in- 
terest in improved live stock is due largely 
to a desire to replace animals lost during the 
late period of political disturbances. By in- 
troducing good breeding stock Mexican 
farmers expect to improve the quality as 
well as to increase the numbers. Live stock 
breeders in the United States are advised 
that to obtain direct orders some advertising 
in Spanish is required. However, the De- 
partment of Agriculture is in a position to 
put American live stock breeders in touch 
with officials and others in Mexico who are 
interested in importing live stock.

I am in receipt of your letter of July 1st 
and also of the two boxes of lantern slides 
which you so kindly sent me. I wish to 
thank you most sincerely for this co-opera- 
tion. 

We are in the midst of the Argentine live 
stock show at the present time and I assure 
you it is a wonderful show indeed. There 
is, however, a general feeling of uncertainty 
in the live stock business which reflects it- 
self in low prices at the sales, the general 
prices being paid are a little less than half 
of last year’s prices. The Angus-show is 
generally not very good, in fact the quality 
of the animals is far below what we see in 
the best shows in the United States. I be- 
lieve that in the not distant future, a shin- 
ment of good Angus to the Argentine would 
be to the advantage of the North American 
sellers and would start a demand for Angus 
frem the States.

With the Other Breeds. 
We consider the Aberdeen-Angus as a 
ialized beef breed, but in the Argentine 
Republic there is what the South Ameri- 
cans call a dairy herd of 3,000 of these black 
heguties. In Kebruary the proprietor, Senor 
Ricardo Sauze, had an output of more than 
12,000 quarts a day, with a number of cows 
dry. The cows are milked in corrals, in the 
open air, under the direction of a superin- 
tendent of which there are ten, one for each 
wit of 300 cows. These men get a percent- 
age of the profits as payment, so they must 
be diligent and watchful of the care of the 
cattle to insure their own living. For a 
Seotch bred bull, Kathkin, a grand cham- 
pion, Senor Sauze paid $5,000. No concen- 
trates such as we feed our dairy cows are 
given this herd, it being kept on the open 
ranch and subsisting on the native grasses. 
At only 5 lbs. of grain a day, this herd 
would consume 742 tons, which would run 
up quite a feed bill, not to consider the cost 
of labor to handle and feed it; so the wisdom 
of pasturing is evident.—Holstein-Friesian 
Register.

Benton Garinger Dies of Heart Trouble. 

Benton Garinger, of Washington, C. H., 
Ohio, died at his farm home on September 
14, 1921, at the age of 79 years and 11 
months.

The second Polled cow to carry a prize at the H. 8. 
in the northern territory of the breed, a cow exhibi- 
ted by the famous Major Forbes Mackenzie of Fcdder- 
ty, Cromarty, was bred by Mr. Aberdeen, Skene, 
Aberdeenshire. And in 1834, the third polled bull to 
carry a prize at the Highland was a bull exhibited 
by R. Findlay, Balmain, Kincardineshire, also a Pol- 
led Aberdeen. Thus at these three first shows which 
took in the circuit of the northern Polled breeds, we 
find the Polled Angus at one show, and the Pollea 
Aberdeens at the other two. And as the exhibits at 
Inverness and Aberdeen were from the counties of 
Cromarty, Banff (and Elgin), Kincardineshire and 
Aberdeenshire( two of them, one from Lord Kintore), 
and Forfarshire or rather Keillor stock alone appeared 
at Perth, it must be admitted that the Perth show 
was more of a local exhibit than intercounty, as 
those at Inverness and Aberdeen were, where all 
Aberdeen Polled took the leading prizes. Major Mac- 
kenzie exhibited a bull also in the same class as Mr. 
Brown's, for which he gained the second prize and 
this bull was bred by William Alexander, Straloch, 
Aberdeenshire. 

The Aberdeenshire class at the Highland in these 
first years’ shows beginning in 1822, permitted the 
exhibition of the Polled; just as among the Angus and 
Galloways, the horned varieties of these breeds might 
have been admitted to Class IV, and Polled Fifes as 
well as the Horned of that county in the same class ; 
for that there was a Polled Fife breed at the time, is 
proven by the classification of breeds made by Mr. 
Dickson—possibly the very Dickson who was an ex- 
hibitor, and winner of the third prize in Class II, for 
Aberdeenshire oxen or his brother, who wrote an ex- 
cellent treatise on ‘‘The Breeding and Economy of 
Live Stock” of Scotland published in 1851 by Adam 
and Charles Black. 

The principal exhibitors at this first show were 
Mr Rennie, younger of Phantassie—John, son of the 
great agriculturist, George Rennie, of the same family 
as the builder of the Eddystone Lighthouse—Messrs. 
Bogue and Walker, Snawdon, and Mr. Dickson—these 
being names that will occur again, especially the first 
three as customers of Charles, and William of Tilly- 
four. (See p. 162, Mr. Ramsay’s History of H. S.) 

Next year in the class of Aberdeenshire oxen, the 
first prize was won by Mr. Archd. Wilson, East 
Barns, Dumbarton, with two animals bred by Mr. 
Wm. Smith, Dalperray, Aberdeenshire. The second 
prize was won by Mr. Dickson, Dunse, just mentioned, 
one of his pair was a horned animal, bred curiously 
in Berwickshire by Mr. Harrowgate, and the other 
described as a ‘‘dodded” or Polled ox, bought by Mr. 
Dickson from Mr. Turnbull, Keloe, also in Berwick- 
shire, who bought him from Mr. Alexander Ballar- 
che, Aberdeenshire. Thus the presence of polled Ab- 
erdeen exhibits, among these classes in which Mr. 
Rennie’s oxen appeared, is established ; this being the 
first mention of an animal of the polled breed at the 
H. S.; right at the start of these shows. In 1824, 
Mr. Ramsay gets as far as to remark as to the Ab- 
erdeenshire—there had been a slight alteration in 
the prize schedules that they might have either Polled 
or Horned. Angus cattle would of course have been 
Polled—but by no means necessarily. At this show 
there was as yet no class for Angus—of either possi- 
bility, which causes Mr. Ramsay regretfully to write, 
“The absence of a special class for the Angus is the 
more remarkable when it is recollected that the gen- 
eral list, under which the Galloway and Fife breeds 
were formerly shown, included also the name of the 
Angus”; but at which previous shows no Angus had 
appeared either. In 1825 among the classes of oxen 
of any breed, Lord Kintere sent an ox, a cross be- 


tween a Mearnshire bull and a Teeswater cow, which 
obtained an honorary silver medal. Mr. Duff of 
Fetteresso also exhibited in the same class an ox of 
the Aberdeenshire breed. For the prize ‘‘for the best 
Aberdeenshire oxen, not under three and not exceed- 
ing six years old, showing most symmetry, fat, and 
weight.”” Only one pair was entered, the exhibitor 
being Mr. Bogue, Woodhall, the animals being from 
his farm at Snawdon. They were three and a half 
years old, and are entered as purchased by Mr. Bogue 
at the September Falkirk Tryst in 1825 from Mr. Mc- 
Combie, cattle dealer, in a lot of sixty. They were 
put up to feed in the middle of September, 1§25, and 
were fed hay, turnips and a little corn but the judges 
do not appear to have considered them worthy of a 
prize, according to the veracious account given by 
Mr. Ramsay which should not worry the enthusiast 
as some of Mr. Rennie’s exhibits were dealt with in 
the same manner, and so referred to by the same 
historian. But ‘‘Oxen from Tillyfour’’ were to fare 
better, at these shows. The next show at which Ab- 
erdeenshire oxen appeared the 1826 show now being at 
Glasgow where there were no prizes for the northern 
deef breeds—was again at Edinburgh in 1827 ‘For 
oxen of any breed, pure Shorthorn and West High- 
land excepted,’’ there were three entries. The first 
prize went to Mr. Skirving of Turnip fame, for a 
cross between a Shorthorn bull and a Highland cow; 
and the second to Adam Bogue of Woodhall for an 
ox of the Aberdeenshire breed bought by him from 
Mr McCombie, Tillyfour, at Falkirk Tryst in Septem- 
ber, 1826; the third prize going to John Rennie for 
a cross between a West Highlander and a Shorthorn. 
This was certainly not a mean achievement for the 
pure Aberdeenshire breed—to win second against these 
Shorthorn crosses. 

The show of 1828 was held at Glasgow again, and 
there were no prizes for the northern Polled. At 
the famous show at Perth 1829, where the Polled 
Angus or the Keillor Doddies made their debut, there 
were only two exhibitors of the Angus, Mr. Watson 
and the Honourable Captain Ogilvy of Airlie, who 
exhibited a bull described as ‘“‘an animal deserving 
notice.” Mr. Watson took the chief prizes, first for 
bulls; and first for cows, of which he exhibited three, 
one described as a brown cow purchased from Peter 
Watson, Kirriemuir, designated by Mr. Dickson in 
his work mentioned elsewhere as a dealer in Aber- 
deenshire cattle. Mr. Watson also exhibited oxen and 
a heiter, all of which received much attention. There 
were no prizes for breeding stock of the Aberdeen- 
shire breed—that however, was not expected, the show 
being meant for the Polled Angus, as a breed distinct 
from other Polled breeds, and it was unnecessary, 
because of that, to remark on the fact as is done in 
the History of Society. But the list of premiums in- 
eluded one for the best pair of oxen of the Akterdeen- 
shire breed. In the class there was only one entry for 
this prize for the best pair of Aberdeenshire oxen. 
They were entered this time by Robt. Walker, Ferry- 
gate, and they are stated to have been purchased from 
Charles McCombie of Tillyfour on the Ist of January, 
1829. Mr. Walker was one of the McCombie’s staunch 
customers. It is interesting to note that at this show 
the last time on which the name Charles McCombie 
appears as a supplier of Aberdeenshire oxen was the 
occasion on which Mr. Hugh Watson appeared as an 
exhibitor for the first time. The appearance, too, 
of the name of Charles McCombie of Tillyfour—note 
the gradual progress in his designation, “Mr. Mc- 
Combie, cattle dealer,’ ‘‘Mr. McCombie, Tillyfour,”’ 
and lastly “Charles McCombie of Tillyfour’’—at the 
same show at which the name of the Honourable 
Captain Ogilvy of Airlie also appeared, is one of 
those curious coincidences that showed how strangely 
events sometimes brought reminicences of the past 
prominently to the front in the present—for here was 
Charles McCombie, fifth in descent from John McCom- 
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ie of Forter, and of Ogilvy of Airlie 
most presumably of the former 

same Forter exhibiting at the sante show eb aan self 
society. Dealing as we are with the develo — 
the cattle breed in the persons of the Medex =e 
Glenisla and Tough, this is a most hemi . 
junction. — 
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The Trail of Tillyfour and Tough, 

Let us therefore still follow the Tillyfour, 7, 
and A'ford Trail. Part of that we have seen r = 
to Charles McCombie of Tillyfour himself, as Rep 
at Garioch show where Wester Fintray heuneak 
hibits were made in 1811; of his supplying oxen * 
the southern exhibitors at the Highland Societ + 
shows in 1825, 127 and 1829 (perhaps two of thea; 
conjunction with his partner son, William), — 
comes along the exhibition of William of Tilyfo ve 
Alford in 1880. Next follows the great 
Aberdeen in 1834, the first show at Akerdeen, where 
we find John Reid, Guise of Tough—famous name— 
exhibiting a Polled Aberdeen cow (p. 244 Ramsay's 
History). At this show the breed was the Polled Ab. 
erdeen. 

The Aberdeen 1834 show might be called one of the 
trio of great shows constituting the first circuit of 
the Society that took in the territory of the two 
breeds, the Polled Angus and the Polled Aberdeen 
which were during the second circuit to become pen 
and shown together, (i.e., Perth 1836, Inverness, 1839, 
Aberdeen 1840, Edinburgh in 1842, hardly counting as 
no breeding stock of either breed appeared, only oxen 
in which Polled Aberdeenshires from Tillyfour, bred 
by John Robb, Bructor, took the leading honors, 
Hugh Watson following in second place with Polled 
Angus). And at it appeared for the first time cer. 
tain remarkable exhibits of crosses between the Short. 
horns or Teeswaters and the Aberdeenshire Polled— 
a famous ox exhibited by the Earl of Kintore; first 
crosses, females, by William Hay, Shethin, and more 
remarkable still, a first-cross bull, between the Short- 
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horn and Aberdeenshire Polled, which shows the na- 
wre of the breeding operations going on simultane- 
ously with that of the breeding of the Polled itself. 
Next at the other territorial show tributary to the 
Polled Aberdeen, Inverness, 1829, the same breed was 
conspicuous, James Whyte, Meikle Endovie, Alford 
(on the Haughton estate) being represented by a 
Polled Aberdeen cow bred by him’ and at Aberdeen 
isi0, we find William Mortimer, Old Keig, in the ad- 
joining parish to Tough, also exhibiting a Polied 
Aberdeen bull bred by James Stephen, Conglass ; while 
James Wyte was the breeder of a cow exhibited by 
James Walker, Wester Fintray; James Whyte being 
himself an exhibitor. George Mitchell, Auchnagathle, 
Keig, afterwards giving his allegiance to the Short- 
horn, and Farquharson Taylor, Wellhouse, who ex- 
hibited Shorthorns, are among the Polled ranks—all 
in Asford, and all from parishes surrounding Tough. 
At this show Mr. McCombie was himself an exhibitor 
of Aberdeen Horned and West Highland oxen. At 
{nverness in 1846 we find Mr. Ramsay of Barra ex- 
hibiting a cow bred by Mr. Strother, Broomhill, but 
this Broomhill we can hardly indentify as the Broom- 
hill that marched with Guise of Tough—if we could 
it would be an interesting coincidence. Again at the 
great show at Aberdeen, 1847 in the throng of Polled 
representatives there are few from the parishes we 
have named, and only one from an outlyer, Glenlogie. 
But it is here that William of Tillyfour comes for- 
ward in strength and begins his wonderful career of 
exhibitor in the national arena. Here he showed a 
four-year-old bull bred by Mr. Fullerton, Ardove 
(Monarch 44?) and that bull’s most famous son, Vic- 
tor 46, as a yearling for which he obtained first prize. 
Long ago the story of these shows has been written 
by me elsewhere (The Breeders’ Gazette) and what 
we are endeavoring to do now is to show that Tilly- 
four, Tough and Alford had made from the very 
beginning of the history of the local and the national 
show a distinct name for themselves. 


While thus endeavoring to bring into the picture 
the breeders contemporary with Charles of Tillyfour, 
the reader must give careful heed to the list of win- 
ners in the local shows patronized by the Highland So- 
ciety, as we find most of the prominent names appear- 
ing in the summary we give. One of these was Major 
Forbes Mackenzie of Fodderty, who exhibited for a 
series of years, and who was an Aberdeenshire man 
and obtained the polled cattle he introduced to the 
north from the Walkers and others in the Fintray 
section, and exhibited at national shows beginning 
at Inverness in 1831, the portrait of his winner being 
still in existence, I understand 


In 1827 William Stronach, Ardmeallie, Huntly, ap- 
pears, he being mentioned in “Cattle and Cattle 
Breeders” along with John Grassick, Mains of Glen- 
bucket, whose name is mentioned. Then we 
find Alex. Bowie (1829), Hon. William Maule oi 
Panmure, breeder of Panmure 51; Robert Gariand, 
Cairnton, Kincardineshire is of historic note; John 
Milne, Skillymarno; as is Mr. Allardyce, of Boynds- 
mill; Robert Findlay, Balmain, Kincardineshire is 
the famous winner of the first prize in the aged bull 
class at Aberdeen. 1834, with an ‘Aberdeenshire 
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Polled” animal; his name appearing also the follow- 
ing year. In 1834, Mrs. Farquharson of Invercauld 
appears prominently in the Braemar awards, especial- 
ly as a butter maker. It is tempting to continue 
naming all the local celebrites; but we must refrain, 
only reminding the reader not to overlook the two 
great national shows; Inverness, 1831, and Aberdeen, 
1834, the principal names at the former being—Cap- 
tain Barclay (Shorthorns and crosses); Ferguson 
Simpson (Shorthorns); Major Forbes Mackenzie 
(Polled) ; Peter Brown, Linkwood, mentioned by An- 
drew Wight, 1794, and later a prominent breeder and 
entrant in the H. B., and Alexander Craig, Kirkton, 
Sutherland (Galloways), whose name I find in one of 
William of Tillyfour’s note-books. At the show at 
Aberdeen, which was an extraordinary demonstration 
of the strength of the Polled Aberdeen breed, there 
being over forty entries to thirty Shorthorns, we can 
only mention a few: Lord Kintore, Mr. Walker, 
Suttie; William Hay, Shethin; John Marr, Cairnbro- 
gie; Ferguson Simpson; Robert Hector, Fernyflatt; 
Robert Walker, Portiethen; Mr. Davidson, Cairnbro- 
gie. Besides these there were exhibitors of oxen 
again by Mr. Garland, Kincardine, and Hugh Wat- 
son, the former obtaining the prize. This show, “the 
first time the Society had crossed the Dee,” would 
likely have been visited by both the McCombies, 
father and son; and it is interesting to note that 
Charles would thus have been present to witness the 
pageant along with Lord Kintore, Captain Barclay, 
William Hay, James Walker, Suttie, exhibitors of 
Shorthorns; as also Mr. Walker, Suttie, and Alexan- 
der Keith, exhibitors of Aberdeen Horned. This show 
also produced the famous Kintore ox, as well as the 
first crosses of Shorthorn and Aberdeenshire, females 
and bull, by Ferguson Simpson and William Hay, the 
outlet for which seemed to be assured. But these 
bulls, first crosses, were listed as abominations by 
Grant Duff of Eden. At this show also let us note 
that prizes were offered for the first time for butter 
and cheese, and the prize for cured butter was award- 
ed Mrs. Walker, Wester Fintray, while the first 
prize for sweet milk cheese was won by Mrs. Far- 
quharson of Invercauld, an interest in country in- 
dustries by such a lady being commendable to later 
generations. 

There are sume vuther coincidences at these shows 
that may be mentioned. At that of 1834, at Aberdeen 
Robert Grant of Tillyfour, but not of Tough, it being 
in the parish of Oyne, was croupier of one of the 
three dinners, so great was the attendance ;Hon. Fox 
Maule, croupier of the second, and Sir John Stuart 
Forbes of Pitsligo of the third. Mr. Macpherson 
Grant was present among the diners of the second 
assembly. The appearance of Grant of Tillyfour, 
Convener of the County as croupier at this dinner re- 
calls the remarkable changes that have taken place in 
the county, for today the convener of the county is 
Henry D. McCombie, late in Milton of Kemnay, son 
of William McCombie of the Aberdeen Free Press and 
of Cairnballoch, Alford, cousin of William of Tilly- 
four and an early breeder of the Polled. At the 
Aberdeen show of 1847 there were present at tne 
dinner, Sir Thomas Rurnett of Leys. Sir John Mac. 
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pherson Grant, both these being purchasers at Mr. 


McCombie’s earliest sale, 1850. Mr. Farquharson of 
Invercauld, Captain Dingwall Fordyce of Brucklay and 
General Byres of Tonley, Tough. 

Grant of the other Tillyfour again was croupier, 
and William of our Tillyfour for the first of three 
times he was called on to do so, returned thanks for 
the successful exhibitors. 

At this show Tillyfour’s cousin, William of Easter- 
skene, was represented in the prize winners by sup- 
plying, as he often did in the future, one of his 
cousin’s winning oxen. 

At this show another interesting fact appears. 
Among the sales recorded we find Mr. Wetherell 
selling the Shorthorns, among them a Shorthorn bull 
belonging to Col. Dalgairns, already mentioned, and 
bred at Keillor ; which recalls the fact that at Dundee 
Mr. Watson was a considerable exhibitor of Short- 
horns likewise a fact that struck Mr. Ramsay as re- 
markable; he seeming to find an equally interesting 
coincidence when remarking the fact that the 1840 
show at Aberdeen, William of Tillyfour appeared for 
the first time as an exhibitor, his animals though 
oxen, however not being Polled, but Aberdeen Horned 
and West Highland; though we know that he was 
exhibiting Polled at Alford as early as 1832—at least 
that is the presumption, else he would have mentioned 
the fact in his list of Premiums in his ‘‘Cattle and 
Cattle Breeders.” It has to be noted that not only 
Farquharson Taylor, but James Walker, Wester Fin- 
tray, Mr. Hutchison of Monyruy, Brown of Linkwood 
and others, breeders of the Polled, were also breeders 
and exhibitors of Shorthorns, one of them of Aber- 
deen Horned, at these shows. Mr. McCombie’s ex- 
hibition of the Aberdeen Horned and West Highland 
oxen was quite a likely and natural procedure. He 
was dealing in cattle of these breeds, had southern 
customers waiting for them, and these oxen were 
simply among the “tops” of his droves. He picked 
them out as examples of the two great native breeds 
just as he did when he found a top poll among his 
droves, like those he exhibited at other shows that 
were bought from Mr. John Robb, Bructor, for in- 
stance who was himself a prize winner at the Garioch 
show of 1839, of an H. & A. S. premium. He was 
never a breeder, however, be it noticed, of any other 
sort, native or introduced, but of the Polled. 

We are here reminded of a story told by William 
Milne, William’s earliest noted grieve, which related to 
his master’s showing proclivities. He told of one of 
the oldest tenants on the estate who, meeting William 
one day returning from a show, proudly accompany- 
ing his prize winners, who looked on him with com- 
miseration, remarking, 

“Ah, William man, 
you noo?” 

From the fact that William was exhibiting at Al- 
ford four years before his father’s death and that 
Charles, his father acted as a judge at the great 
Garioch show, I think the answer would have been 
quite different from what the old tenant-body evi- 
dently meant to infer.
